Representative Vander Linden was recognized to take up HSB 572: A bill for an act relating to
insurance coverage for health care services delivered by telehealth. The subcommittee report of
Reps. Vander Linden, Forbes and Mohr was submitted and signed. Rep. Vander Linden gave
opening remarks and recognized Rep. Forbes for amendment .2807.  Amendment .2807 was
discussed and withdrawn. Rep. Vander Linden asked permission to take up amendment .2956 .
Discussion followed.  Amendment .2956 passed on a voice vote. Rep. Vander Linden gave
closing remarks and moved the bill. Chair Cownie moved HSB 572 as amended, as a
committee bill to the House floor on a roll call vote. Motion carried with 22 ayes 0 nays 1
absent.
 
Representative Best was recognized to take up HSB 593: A bill for an act allowing certain
final-stage motor vehicle manufacturers to be licensed as motor vehicle dealers. The
subcommittee report of Reps. Best, Wills and Kacena was submitted and signed. Rep. Best gave
opening remarks and asked permission to take up amendment .3078. Discussion followed.

Discussion
followed. Amendment .3084 passed on a voice vote. Rep. Landon gave closing remarks and
moved the bill. Chair Cownie moved HSB 530 as amended, as a committee bill to the House
floor on a roll call vote. Motion carried with 22 ayes 0 nays 1 absent.
